We, the undersigned, have been duly appointed by 
the Asst. Moderator of the Town of Northumberland, 
as the result of a vote taken in town meeting last year 
to investigate the possibilities of preserving the build- 
ing known as “Old Town Meeting House” situated on 
the farm owned by A. A. Potter, have made a 
careful survey of this project and believe we should 
accept this building and proceed to make this one of 
the historical spots of New Hampshire. 

The Old Town Meeting House, whose erection started 
in 1797 and completed in 1799, is the oldest structure 
in town and with the possible exception of a very few 
houses, is the oldest in northern New Hampshire. It 
served for all public purposes including all elections, 
school classes and prayer meetings. It has been in the 
Potter family since 1886 after its use had been dis- 
continued by the town. 

Mr. Potter proposes to return this building to this 
town as a gift in memory of his father, the beloved 
citizen Judson A. Potter, with the following provisions: 

The building is to be relocated, and repaired, beside 
highway U.S. 3. The new location to be adjacent to and 
including the tract of land where the stone plaque 
commemorating Fort Wentworth stands. The town 
does not presently own this land; however, in the event 
of the acceptance of this project by the voters, the 
town will receive a deed to the aforesaid tracts of land. 

We believe this building, due to its historical back- 
ground, will serve not only the tourist traveling Route 
3 who will take advantage of this site but it will be of 
value to our students not only in our own local schools 
but those in surrounding towns.

To the Citizens of Northumberland: 


This year’s operating budget is smaller than last 
year’s. Included in 1960’s operating budget are several 
fixed charges. They are (1) the purchase of a new po- 
lice car, (2) the payment of debt, (3) the interest due 
on the debt. After 1960, the town will owe only $3,- 
000.00 in debt. However, if the Selectmen are author- 
ized at Town Meeting to borrow on additional notes of 


the town, this figure naturally will be increased. 


Numerous articles calling for capital expenditures 
are listed in the Warrant. One of these articles requests 
the sum of $5,000.00 for the building of a skating 
shelter. The present shelter which is used by the youths 
of the town when they go skating is outdated. A new 
shelter is a necessity. Serious consideration should be 
given to this article. 


Although this year’s operating budget is less than 
last year’s, the total budget for 1960, which would in- 


clude capital expenditures, will be greater than the 


total budget for 1959 if all the articles calling for capi- 
tal outlays are approved. This year’s operating budget 
is $120,600.55. In 1959 it was $129,078.21. The total 
budget for 1959 was $130,578.21, which included a 
capital outlay of $1,500.00 for the building of a dead 
end road over Goulet Street. Until Town Meeting is 
completed, the exact amount of the total budget for 
1960 cannot be determined because there are several 
articles which request unstipulated sums of money. 


A cost account system which will keep a more de- 
tailed record of the costs incurred by the Public Works 
and Public Utilities Departments has been installed by 
the town officials. The Public Works Department is 
concerned with all highway expenditures. The Public 
Utilities Department takes in water and sewer main- 
tenance. !

TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
(L.S.) 


To the inhabitants of the town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Groveton High 
School Auditorium in said town, on the second Tuesday 
of March next, March 8, 1960, to act upon the subjects 
hereinafter mentioned. The polls will be open at said 
place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 
6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your 
ballots under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, 
you are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 
9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming before 
said meeting will be taken up for your consideration 
and action. 

Article 1.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town 
treasurer, and two auditors. 

Article 2.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing three years: one Selectman, one 
library trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 
Article 3. To see if the town will instruct its Select- 
Hoi to appoint all other town officers as required by 
aw. 

Article 4. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray the following 
town charges for the ensuing year: (1) town officers’ 
salaries; (2) town officers’ expenses; (3) election and 
registration; (4) Municipal Court; (5) Town Hall and 
other buildings; (6) Police; (7) Fire; (8) Blister rust 
and care of trees; (9) Insurance; (10) Civil Defense; 
(11) Health Department; (12) Vital Statistics; (13) 
Dump maintenance; (14) Northumberland rubbish col- 
lection; (15a) Summer maintenance; (15b) Winter 
maintenance; (16) General Expense of Highway De- 
partment; (17) Town road aid; (18) Street lighting; 
(19) Library; (20) Old Age Assistance; (21) Town 
Poor; (22) Memorial Day; (23) Parks and playgrounds; 


(24) Band concerts; (25) Youth Center; (26) Water 
maintenance; (27) Sewer maintenance; (28) Ceme- 
teries; (29) Damage and legal expense; (30) Adver- 
tising and regional associations; (31) Retirement and 
Social Security; (82) Goulet Street (no recommenda- 
tion); (33) Purchase of police car; (34) Sidewalk 
construction (no recommendation) ; (35) Interest; (386) 
Long term debt. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
Northumberland Old Town Meeting House in memory 
of the late Judson A. Potter, a gift offered by Alton A. 
Potter, as recommended by the Committee appointed in 
pursuance to vote taken at the March, 1959 meeting. 
Article 6. In event the town votes in favor of the 
above article, then to see if the town will vote to accept 
a deed to a parcel of land to be donated by said Alton A. 
Potter and as recommended by said Committee, on 
which to relocate said Meeting House. 

Article 7. In event the town votes favorably on the 
foregoing two articles, then to see what sum of money 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate in order to 
relocate and repair said Meeting House in pursuance 
to the recommendations of said Committee and of Al- 
ton A. Potter. The Committee recommends the sum of 
$3,500.00. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
above Committee as now constituted of ten members 
which includes the Assistant Moderator, and to be here- 
after known as the “Northumberland Historical Com- 
mittee’; that the duties of said Committee shall be to 
supervise the foregoing Meeting House project and also 
to make recommendations from time to time pertaining 
to other historical sites, notably the town’s “Covered 
Bridge” and that in case of any vacancies in said com- 
mittee the Assistant Moderator shall not make any 
new appointments until the present membership is re- 
duced to five members, including the assistant mod- 
erator, so that eventually this committee shall consist 
of five members. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to purchase 
land from Thomas C. and Eva G. Morris, and Arthur B. 
and Mary A. Cassidy for a skating rink, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred and sixty 
($260.00) dollars for said purpose. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote not to charge 
the Groveton Village Precinct for sweeping streets and 
hydrant rental, provided that the Precinct will main- 
tain and repair at its expense all equipment and prop- 
erty associated with the Fire Department. 

Article 11. In event Article 10 is approved, to see if 
the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $500.00 to 
clean and sweep the streets. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to appoint a committee of three members 
to prepare a program to commemorate the bicentennial 
anniversary of the Town of Northumberland. 

Article 13. In the event Article 12 is approved, to see 
what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to take care of the expenses incurred by 
the bicentennial committee in preparing and carrying 
out the anniversary program. 

Article 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to assist in defraying the 
expense of operating the Beatrice D. Weeks Memorial 
Hospital. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to build a new skating 
shelter. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to build a 
paved road over and to lay water and sewer lines under 
Highland Street, between First and Maple Streets, and 
for this purpose authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
upon the notes of the town a sum not in excess of ten 
thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, at such rate of interest 
and payable at such time and place in accordance with 
Ch. 33 of the 1955 Revised Statutes Annotated and 
amendments thereto, entitled ‘Municipal Finance Act,” 
as the Selectmen shall decide. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to strike out 
the words, “of less than 50 foot frontage, but more 
than 35 foot frontage” in the Zoning Ordinance of the 
Town of Northumberland, Article IV, Section A, para- 
graph 9A, so that it will read as follows: “All buildings 
located on lots on record at the Registry of Deeds prior 
to the passage of this ordinance shall be considered as 
meeting the minimum frontage requirements. On such 
lots buildings may be built or rebuilt not nearer than 
three feet from the side property lines.”’ (Inserted on 
petition of 12 voters.) 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $13,000.00 to extend the 6” 
water main from the present end near the Philip 
Meunier residence in a northerly direction along the 
D. W. Highway to a point near the Catholic Cemetery, 
being a proposed new water line for a distance of 
approximately 2700 feet. (Inserted on petition of 12 
voters.) 

Article 19. To see if the town will authorize its Select- 
men to incur debts for temporary loans in anticipation 
of taxes and of the municipal year in which such debts 
_are incurred and made payable therefrom, by such vote, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 20. To see if the town will vote for a scale of 
discounts for the prepayment of real estate and per- 
sonal property taxes on the basis of three per cent if 
paid by June 1, 1960, two per cent if paid by August 1, 
1960, and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1960 or 
any other scale of discount that the town will vote to 
determine. 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting, and to make an ap- 
propriation to cover the expenses of such audit. 
Article 22. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or other officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relative thereto. 

Article 23. To transact any other business that may 
legally be brought before said meeting.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT—1959 


The following communicable diseases were reported 
to the State Department of Health from Groveton and 
Northumberland in 1959: Erysipelas, 3; Influenza, 45; 
Strep throats, 136; Chicken pox, 4; German-Measles, 8; 
Measles, 2; Virus pneumonia, 2; Scarlet fever, 1; 
Broncho-pneumonia, 2; Impetigo, 7; Trenchmouth, 8. 
This list is far from complete as many cases of child- 
hood diseases are not reported to the physicians or 
Public Health Nurse. Parents with children who have 
any contagious disease are urged to notify their ph,si- 
cian in order to keep a more accurate record. The only 
disease occurring in unusually large numbers was 
streptococcal infections of the throat. This seems to 
have been a year-round complaint in 1959 with no sea- 
sonal incidence. Antibiotics, such as penicillin, are in- 
dicated in all streptococcal infections at the earliest 
possible opportunity since this type of disease is highly 
contagious. 

The Water supply remains satisfactory as to purity. 
Twelve samples were submitted to the State Labora- 
tory from Groveton and of these, nine were pure and 
three showed minimal bacterial contamination. Two 
samples were sent from Northumberland and both 
were satisfactory. Anyone questioning the advisabi- 
lity of chlorination of a public water supply should 
ecnsider the recent outbreak of typhoid fever in Keene 
this past fall. Keene is one of the few large communi- 
ties which does not have chlorination and it is very 
unlikely that this outbreak would have occurred with 
chlorinated water. It is interesting to note that the 
cause was traced back to a woodsman cutting pulp in 
a watershed, a situation which could easily be en- 
countered in Groveton. 

Numerous minor complaints were investigated dur- 
ing the year. A committee was appointed since the last 
Town Meeting to study the advisability of fluoridation 
of the water supply and this committee was instructed 
to bring a report to the next Town Meeting.

Two Salk Vaccine Clinics, sponsored by the N. H. 
State Department of Health in cooperation with the 
Public Health Nurse were held and 192 children were 
immunized, 39 first, 5 second, 141 third and 7 fourth 
injections. 

In the Spring, the Triple Toxoid and Salk Vaccine 
Clinics were held: 

Boosters 102, Preschool 65, School 37; Triple—24 
Infants started and finished the series, 12 Preschool 
started and finished the series, 20 School started and 
finished the series, 1 infant finished the series started 
at doctor’s office, 5 Preschool finished series started at 
doctor’s office; Salk—under 5 years—40 started, 41 
received second, 5 received third; 5-9 years—4 started, 
4 received second, 2 received third; 15-19 years—6 
started, 7 received second, 7 received third; Pregnant 
Mother—2 started, 1 received second. 
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Most of the individuals who received second injec- 
tions at these (Salk) clinics were given their third in- 
jections at a clinic held in December. 

It is hoped that during the month of January we 
will be able to give the fourth injections to all the 
school children, and in the Spring to the preschool 
children. Several children have attended the Ortho- 
pedic Clinics in Berlin and are now under treatment. 
One child was seen at the Children’s Hospital in Bos- 
ton. These services are all provided by the State De- 
partment of Health. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Citizens of 
Northumberland, and at this time I would like to thank 
them for their cooperation.
